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As Indicated In my memorandum of August 28, 1969, Mr. H. Scbelnbatm u 
Senlor_Inductttal Hygiene Engineer with the Hew York State Labor Department, 
visited the construction site on August 29, 1969. The purpose ofltic Via It 
vat to determine whether a worker or public exposure exists «s a result of 
the spray-on fireproof log operation conducted by the Karlo and DiB ono 
Contracting Company* ^ 

Mr. Schelnbaum and I Inspected all aspects of the fireproof leg opera- 
tion Including storage, handling, mixing, spraying and clean-op activities. 
The curtain installation on the north face of Tower A on the ninth floor was 
also r Trained. 

The present operation conducted by Karlo and SlBooo at the Vorld 
Trade construction cite was typical of most spray-on fl reproofing opera- 
tions according to Mr. Sche' ibaum. He also pointed out a number of problems 
and suggested means of protecting workers engaged in this operation as well 
as those that are working In the immediate area of fire proofing activities 
from the asbestos component of the fire proofing material. Mr. Schelnbaum 
felt that the worker exposure was the most serious potential problem and did "-- 
not expect that heavy concentrations vould be found beyond the construction 
site. Be stated that he would handle the Initial sampling surveys at the 
Job site* and would then work with our staff to train Tort Authority per- 
sonnel in sampling techniques. Be felt that he could provide the analysis 
of any samples taken to determine the level and type of free asbestos re- 
sulting from the flrep roofing operations* 

The following recommendations were based on observations made on 
August 29, 1969 by Mr* Schelnbaum: 

A* Storage and Feeding of Flreproofing Material 

1. rrovlds approved respirators for sun on hopper* 

2* Empty bags should be Immediately placed In trash container*

D. General r . ' • 

1. A maintenance program froaithe respirators used on the Job should be 
established. One person should be responsible for changing filter 
elements, cleaning, sanitizing* etc. all filters. The forenan should 
Instruct all workers required to wear respirators In their use and 
see that sen are using this equipment oa the Job. 

2. Periodic sampling should be performed to see that the level of free 
asbestos Is kept within acceptable limits both on the Job and In 
adjacent public areas. (Sampling will be conducted by representa- 
tives of the Hew Tork State Labor Department In the near future.)
